Funeral services for Christ an 
Zahnd, who passed away Tuesday, 
June 21, in the local hospital, fol¬ 
lowing a short illness were held 
from the Vulcan Church of Christ, 
Thursday afternoon, with Mr.

Born in Switzerland, April 1, 
1868, Mr. Zahnd was in his 88th 
year.

A man on the street asked us this week if The 
Independent will support Vem Richardson in the pro¬ 
vincial election campaign, and our answer was that 
The Independent will support nobody. Personally we 
will support Vem Richardson just as we support the 
United Church (although we do not compare him to a 
church) but there is no more logic in turning a weekly 
newspaper into a political organ at stated periods, than 
in making it a religious organ and boosting for one 
particular church. 

It is an old fashioned idea, about fifty years out of 
date, that a weekly newspaper should become a politi¬ 
cal journal at every election whether for the legisla¬ 
ture, or for the rural municipal and town ciuncil 
boards. The people know what they want, they know 
whom they are going to vote for, and the editorial 
columns of a weekly newspaper represent only one 
man’s opinions.
